Mr. Herbert Ataerton, Democratic candidate for Mayor, was asked by 


a representative of the .Advocate, whether he desired to present to the 


Newark public 'his views'regarding issues of the local campaign and to 


define the policy of his administration should he be .elected mayor. 


"I certainly do," said Mr. Atherton. "I do not want to be misrep- 


resented or misunderstood. 
T- wish to say that I will pursue a uniform 


and consistent course in executing the law and city ordinances. 
Under 


the new municipal code, conditions have greatly changed since the period 


•when I was Newark's former mayor. 
The new regulations for the city's 


police and fire departments are very much superior to what they were 
at that time. The improved police regulations make it practical to en- 
force the law and good orcer in the city with much 
greater 
efficiency 


than formerly, and if elected, I will apply those 
facilities 
for th.e en- 


forcement of law and order to the best of my a-bility, believing that every 
offender against the peace and good order of the city should be punished, 
though not with unnecessary; harshness. 


"I shall favor tne-uniform suppression of every species of gambling, 


including slot machines and all similar devices. It shall be my aim to 
enforce perfect order upon the streets of the city and also to carry oat 
euch enforcement of the Sunday laws as will bring the best results for all 
concerned, and not to interfere with the people's necessities." 


"Mr. Atherton," said the Advocate 
representative, "it 
has been 


charged that you will permit what is known as a 'wide-open town' should 
you be elected mayor. What have you to say to this charge?" 


"The charge is a misrepresentation," said Mr. Atherton. 
"I believe 


in a liberal policy on this question,- but by no means a 'wide-open town.' 


3f any of my supporters or opponents are led to conclude that my admin- 
istration will stand for a 'wide-open' town, they will be disappointed. 


"I believe that drug stores, news stands and fruit stands are such a 


public necessity that they should not be closed on Sunday. 


"I am not opposed to Sunday baseball so long as the management is 


conducted along orderly lines as it was during the season just closed. 


"But as to saloons they should be kept strictly closed during church 


hours, and no disorder or conduct of any 
character offensive to church 


going people should be permitted upon the streets of the city, and it will 
be my aim to apply the new code police facilities for this enforcement to 
the best of my ability."

"Mt. Atherton," said the Advocate, "it has been charged that -you 


raised the temperance issue in your canvass for the Democratic nomina- 
tion. What have you to say regarding this statement?'* 


"There is no truth in it whateve r. I had no need of raising such an 


issue and would deprecate uvilng any issue in a primary election canvass 
wherein there might be division of opinion or sentiment within the party. 


"I believe in a moderately liberal policy on this question. 
My ob- 


servation of conditions In Newark and my official connection with the city 
prison convince me that a moderately liberal policy under proper regula- 
tion produces less drunkenness, less disorder and accomplishes the best 
results in behalf of good order and the peace and quiet of our city. 


"But I believe that whatever policy is adopted should be honestly. 


faithfully and uniformly carried out, free from false pretenses in any de- 
gree, so that all concerned would be treated alike and all given a square 
deal.

changes from the old Standard 
Oil 


trust to the present Standard Oil com- 
pany of New Jersey. Out of the mass 
of figures and from testimony given 
by Clarence G. Fay, ssistant auditor 
of the Standard, called as a witness, 
the government's counsel says he be- 
lieves he has proved the federal alle- 
gation that the Standard is an illegal 
corporation and that in various de- 
vices has maintained its entity and 
that it is under the same ownership 
as when it was formed in the past. 
Mr. Kellogg says he is of the opin- 
ion that notwithstanding that the gov- 
ernment was unable to discover the 
transfer books and stock ledgers of 
the liquidating trustees, the evidence 
just adduced shows that the so-called 
oil trust only affected to dissolve un- 
der the order of the Ohio courts in 
1892, and that its direction is still held 
by those who had to do with the for- 
mation of the Standard Oil trust. 


Statements 
submitted showed in 


brief that at the inception of the Stan- 
dard Oil trust, in 1882, there was |70,- 
000,000 in trust certificates issued for 
stocks of various 
companies which 


entered into the combine. In the trust 
period from 1882 to 1S92, a stock divi- 
dend of $15,000,000 was declared and 
this with other stocks issued for plant 
purchases brought the total capitaliza- 
tion of the Standard up to $97,250,000. 
As a result of a decision of the su- 
preme court of Ohio forbidding th^, 
trustees from voting the trust certifils 
catea there was a resolution passed 
directing that the trust be dissolved. 


Mr. Fay read a statement in . the • 


record showing that the day following. 
the passage of that resolution 64 sub- 
sidiary companies were consolidated 
with the Standard Oil company of 
New Jersey and 10 other subsidiaries 
ot the trust. Seven months later, on 
November 30, 1S92, the witness read 
from statements, there were 494,619 
trust certificates presented for cancel- 
lation and to the holders were given 
their prorata shares in the 20 subsi- 
diary companies which then made up 
the trust. There were also offered for 
cancellation two months later some 
20,000 trust certificates. There -was a 
lapse of four years before 
another 


certificate was presented for cancel- 
lation. 


Mr. Kellogg sought to show that 


those who held control of the trust, 
with the exception of a few friends, 
were the only ones 
who liquidated 


their trust certificates and that by 
liquidating only a majority of the total 
certificates outstanding which they 
owned they continued tneir direction 
of the trust by voting a majority of 
tho stock in the subsidiary companies. 
He also trifd to show that those who 
liquidated their trust certificates and 
took the stocks of the 
subsidiaries

WAR SECRETARY AT SHANGHAI 


Intimates Political Obstacles to Main- 


tenance g4id Expansion of Oriental 
Trade Would Not 
Be 
Tolerated. 


States Pmiippme Islands Will Not 
Be Sold. 


Shanghai, 
Oct. 9.—American resi- 


dents gave a banquet here in honor of 
Secretary of War 
Taft, who ar- 


rived 
on the 
steamer 
Minnesota 


from Japan. At the entertainment the 
foreign consuls and a 
number of 


prominent foreign business men were 
present. 
In reply to an address of 


welcome Secretary Taft 
made a 


speech, which was listened to with 
deep interest. 
He prefaced his re- 


marks b> saying that he spoke as an 
American citizen, not as a represen- 
tative of tire government. He renewed 
his assuiances that the United States 
had IK) intention of selling the Philip- 
pine Islands, saying that the country 
was in honor bound to retain them or 
give the 
Filipinos thfeir 
independ- 


ence. 
He praised the islands 
and 


their inhabitants and then turned his 
attention to the open door in China. 
He declared that American trade was 
now second in China and that certain 
branches of this trade was sufficiently 
important to make it incumbent upon 
the American government to listen to 
the protest of every legitimate busi- 
nessman against diminution in or in- 
jury to this business, or political pre- 
ferment for any competitor. 


'•We do not complain," the secre- 


tary continued, "of loss of trade that 
results from the employment of great- 
er enterprises, ingenuity or attention 
to the demands of the Chinese market, 
or the greater business acumen shown 
by our competitors. We would have 
iho right to protest at being excluded 
from the trade of China by reason of 
our insistence "upon the policy of the 
open door. The acquiescence in this 
policy of all the nations interested has 
been so emphatic that it Is hardly 
worth while to speculate upon the 
probable "action of the United States 
in case the interests of American mer- 
chants were placed in jeopardy and 
how Tar the United States would go 
in the protection of its Chinese trade 
I cannot saj 
It is clear, however, 


that our merchants are being roused 
to the importance of the Chinese ex- 
port trade, and they would view with 
deep concern any and all political ob- 
stacles to'its maintenance and expan- 
sion 
This feeling is likely to fipd ex- 


pression in the action of tho American 
government." The secretary said that 
the gold stando-id for China would re- 
dound to the benefit of the empire 
and that the cry of "China for the 
Chinese'' need not frighten any man. 
"China has no territory we desirs," 
Mr. Taft went on," "and she can have 
no prosperity that we will begrudge, 
nor will we resr>nt any degree of poli- 
tical power or independence as aa em- 
pire that is justly exercised." 


Mr. Taft dedicated the building of 


the Young Men's Christian associa- I 
tion. Later the secretary was given 
aa elaborate reception by the Chinese j 
residents. This function was out of 
doors in a native garden. At the con- i 
elusion of his address the secretary 
• 


was presented a handsome silver 
punch bowl 
This reception marked 


an epoch in the matter of status of 
women in China, for Chinese women 
of aristocratic families were present at 
the reception and even presided at the 
tables and served refreshments. This 
is the first time such a thing has hap- 
pened in China.
